5360,734,000.

$366,060,000. The tax rate in Wis- 
consin, however, is higher this year

for five days' in an attempt to com- 
pel Tier to give information and a 
list of names of those connected 
with the spy system instituted by 
Aronsohn.

to her n revolver with which ' she 
Killed 
herself. 
This girl's fiance 


was also captured and shot. 
Aron- 


sohn'is father was tortured by hav- 
ing the soles of his feet 'burned, but 
ncne captured gave away any -use- 
ful information.

Lawrence, who was before the 
war a historian at Oxford and who;
